The Attempted Assassination of 


Mr. Friok 


AS VIEWED BY OUR ENGLISH COUSINS. 


The Dmd Denounced by Labor Leadtri 


—America's Unenviable Reputation 


for Murder, Lynching and AB- 


•MaiRutlon Condemned. 


LONDON, July 26. —The attempted 


murder of Prlek, tho Carnegie mana- 
ger, has aroused widespread attention 
among' the working classen. 
The gen- 


ral expression is one of condemnation. 


Torn Mann, the labor lender, who is 
noted for the moderation of his views, 
s^ reported as saying: "The British 
working classes will strongly condemn 
any attempt at assassination and the 
pretext of avenging the wrongs or as- 
sisting the cause of labor. Indeed, we 
working people of Great Britain have 
every reason to oppose anarchy, for we 
have the making of the laws ourselves, 
,nd will soon have the full control. 
Then, If capital treaU labor unjustly, 
we will pass laws that will make the 
capitalists the anarchists If they at- 
tempt to resist tho laws. This is pos- 
sible under our system, where parlia- 
ment dlrcetly reflects the desires of the 
majority and has absolute power of 
legislation. 
I understand it is differ- 


ent in America, where it is said that 
certain provision of the constitution 
would have to be repealed before the 
majority could rule. But that Is for 
the people to change. 


Mr. Mann added: "I am surprised to 


learn that the nssasain in this case is a 
foreigner. All the famous assassins I 
have heard of in America have Ijeen 
Americans, Including the men who 
killed Presidents Lincoln and flarfield, 
the noted Fisk and the man who re- 
cently attempted to Idll Mage. The 
American record on the subject of as- 
sasHtnfttkin is an awful one. Two 
presidents 
have 
been 
assassinated 


within little more 
tluin 
a 
quar- 


ter 
of

century; 
whereas 
it 


is more than 400 years since the 
assassination of a ruler of France. 
Even despotic Russia has only seen two 
rulers assassinated in the present cen- 
tury, and Mexico, the neighbor of the 
United States, has not, I believe, seen a 
single ruler die by the assassin's hand. 
"With such a record we Britons are not 
so much surprised as wo would other- 
wise be at this latest instance of assas- 
sination. The only surprise is that In 
this instance a foreigner to the as- 
sassin." 


A prominent tory said Englishmen 


would feel inclined to condemn such a 
crime as the shooting of Mr. Frick most 
strenuously, but for the slightly veiled 
sympathy extended by Americans to 
assassination and outrage In Ireland. 
In view of the record of several hun- 
dred lynchlngft and othoi* murders re- 
ported in the United States during the 
last few months, ho did not think one 
more or less made any serious difference 
x> the outside world. He did not be- 
leve there WUR any danger of that 
method of settling labor disputes being 
imported to England. It was not tho 
British war. 


The Times says: "Berkman over* 


stepped the line, but hie crime differed 
only in degree from deeds of lawlessness 
and violence which not many strike lead- 
ers venture heartily to discourage, and 
which some oven openly advocate and 
defend. Mr. Carnegie's position is sing- 
ular. Tho avowed champion of trades 
unions now finds himself in almost 
ruinous conflict with tho representa- 
tives of his own views. He has proba- 
bly by this time seen cause to modify 
his praise of unionism and the sweet 
reasonableness of its loaders. Or aro 
wo to assume that the doctrine is true 


Glasgow, but not in the United 


States, or that it ceases to be applicable 
the moment Mr. Carnegie's Interests 
are touched." 


Berkman'e Career In the West. 


WICHITA, Kan., July 20.—Alex Berk- 


man, the would-be murderer of Mr. 
Frick, spent the first three years of his 
life in America in Kansas and Colorado. 
He worked here In a German printing 
office for four days In 1880, while 
tramping his way to Kearney county, 
whore is a colony of Russian Jaws, 
among whom he remained two years, 
taking part in the murderous county- 
seat fight* of that time. From there 
he went to Garden City, where he 
worked at the ease until ho one day 
suddenly got of? his stool, left the office 
and picking up a big rook, hurled it 
through the window, striking down 
the foreman of the office, who w.as 
alone at the time. Ho entered the 
room, tumbled everything on the floor, 
an.i left town. 


He next turned up at Pueblo, Col., 


where he was imprisoned for stabbing 
a man. When he got out he went 
enot. Daring part of the time he was 
with his compatriots in Kearney county 
he acted as local agent for some sew- 
ing machine company. He was always 
morose and very violent when angered.

BAY CITY BURNED. 


Thirty Blocks of Buildings with 


Their Contents Desroyod, 


WITH LOSSES AGGREGATING A MILLION 


Mosl ol the Buildings Consumed ihe 


Homes of Poor People— Wild 


Rumors of Loss of Lite— A 


Weird and Awful Scene. 


BAY CITY, Mich., July 25.—This af- 


ternoon at 3 o'clock fire broke out in 
the lumber manufacturing establish- 
ment of Miller & Turner, on the west 
side of Water street, at the foot of 
Twenty-ninth. 
A brisk west wind 


Bent the flamed across Water street to 
the east side, which is principally built 
lip with stores, hotels and restaurants, 
most of which are of wood. 


Within nn hour Miller & Turner's 


entire plant had been consumed. The 
fire had also traveled eastward three 
blocks, cutting a swath two blocks 
wide. At this point the path of the 
conflagration broadened, and block 
after block was swept over with terri- 
ble rapidity. 


Flint, Soginaw and Detroit wore tel- 


egraphed to for assistance, and Saginaw 
and Flint responded, each Rending an 
anginc and quantities of hose. Bu t 
the flames continued to spread In spite 
of tho efforts of the firemen, and at 8 
o'clock to-night more than 300 build- 
ings had boon destroyed, while the 
conflagration we s still sweeping toward 
thu eastern HmlU of the city. 


Most of the buildings destroyed were 


the dwellings of poor people. Many 
rumors aro afloat as to tho number of 
persons who have perished, but so far 
only one fatality is positively known. 
A woman was sick in one of the houses 
nnd perished before help could reach 
her. 


The entire loss will reach *1,000,000, 


but nothing as to the insurance oan be 
learned to-uight 


The fire covered the territory from 


the river on Thirty-third street to Mc- 
Cormick; north to Thirty-first; east to 
Marsac; north to Thirtieth; east to 
Broadway; north to Fremont; east to 
Stanton: north a Mock and a half and 
west to tho riv«ir, thirty blocks in all. 
A terrific wind from the southweet pre- 
vailed. 


In fifteen minutes the entire- row of 


frame buildings on Harrison street, 
from Thirty-third to Thirtieth, 
four 


blocks, were ablaze. 
Fire companies 


no sooner laid hose on Harrison street 
than they wore obliged to run for their 
lives, leaving the hone exposed to the 
heat and flames. 


Long charred and burning boards 


were lifted up bodily by the wind, car- 
ried to a height of 200 feet, whirled 
around like feathers and lodged where 
another fire sprang up immediately. 


From Harrison st reet tho fire worked 


hack to Polk, then to Taylor, then to 
Webster, to McCormick and Marsac 
street*, sweeping everything before it. 
(The latter streets woro occupied by 
residences, some of them of the poorer 
olaAa and they were obliged to flwe to 
places of safety. 


The sun looked like a huge ball of 


fire through tho black clouds of smoke, 
nnd was often hiddon entirely from 
View. 


Telephone w ires were burned down 


and communication with th« lower 
part of the city was out off. Messen- 
gers were then sent, and overy availa- 
ble dray, van or other vehicle was 
ushered into service, carrying house- 
hold goods to vacant premises out of 
range of *he devouring element. 


The Baptist ar.d Methodist churahes 


on Fremont avcnuo were not spared, 
and they helped spread tho blazing cy- 
clone. 
"Where will it end?" asked all, and 


none ventured an answer. 


The course was right to sweep away 


the whole city. Women ran shrieking 
through smoke and flre, and half suffo- 
cated children clung to their dresses. 
There was no cessation of the showar 
of cinders anil sparks. Poor people saw 
their homes burning: before their eyes, 
but were helpless to do anything to 
save them.

with the title, "Sunstroke" P^utioVs 
and Treatment," as follows: 


Sunstroke is a condition caused by « 


poeure to excessive boat. Two forms are 
recognized. Heat exhaustion and heat 
stroke. 


Heat Exhaustion-Prolonged exposure 
' high temperature, particularly when 


combined with physical exertion, is liable 
to be followed with great prostration, 
collapse, restlessness, and in severe cases 
by delirium. Unlike heat stroiie the 
surface of the body is usually oool', the 
pulse small and rapid, and the tempera- 
tore below uormal-ae low as 95 or 90 
degrees. It is not necessary that the 
person shall have been exposed to the 
direct rays of the sun, as the condition 
may come on when working m close 
confined rooms during midsummer and 
when exposed to great artificial heat, as 
-u laundries, foundries, bake shops and 
ingme rooms. 


Sun Stroke or Heat Stroke-This is 


ohielly confined to persons working very 
hard while exposed to the rays of the 
sun. It is common to onr large cities, 
but is not unknown in the country. 
Those habituated to the use of beer and 
whioky and the debilitated are especially 
predisposed to attacks. 


The attack may be sudden and the 


patient be struck down and die within 
an hour with symptoms of heart failure, 
difficult breathing and loss of oonsoious- 
ness. The usual form comes on (hiring 
exposures, with pain in the hood, dizzi- 
ness, a feeling of weakness and some- 
times nauseau and vomiting. Th« lo's of 
consciousness may be only transient or 
it may be complete. The face is Hushed, 
the skin pungent, the puloe rapid and 
full, and the temperature very high, from 
107 to 111) degrees. The breathing is 
labored and deep, sometimes loud. It is 
important to note that in bent exhaus- 
tion the skin is moist, pale and oool; the 
breathing easy, though hurried, the pulse 
small and soft and the senses entire 
while in heat stroke there is usually in- 
sensibility and great heat of skin 


Dark, close-fitting and heavy clothing 


and such as compresses the ohest and 
nook should not be worn during the 
tieated term. For tboao who ore obliged 
to labor in the sun, light clothing and a 
straw or light felt hat, permitting free 
circulation of the air, are preferable. 


On very hot days one should drink 


frequently of cool water in moderate 
quantity. It in injurious to drink a 
large amount of ice water, cold beer, 
soda water, or other mineral waters or 
iced drinks. Cool water, in which oat- 
meal bos been stirred, is a safe and re- 
f resiling drink. Immediate death 
is 


sometimes caused by "ice cold" drinks. 
The immoderate use of alcoholic bever- 
ages is also dangerous. 


The sleeping room should be freely 


ventilated. Constipation ot the bowels 
should be avoided. When overheated, 
work slowly, frequently cooling the head, 
chest, back and wrists with oool water. 
Keep a wet sponge or cloth in the hat. 
When on n very hot day, the skin be- 
comes hot and dry, and a stinging burn- 
ing sensation is felt in the head, and the 
face in Hushed and the eyes bloodshot, 
the person should 
immediately quit 


work, seek quiet in a oool place, and if 
not speedly relieved from the oppressive 
sensation ot beat, take a oool bath, sub- 
merging or wetting tne head. 


Remove the patient to a cool and 


shady place where there is plenty of 
fresh, pure air. 
Strip the clothing to 


the waist, and place tho 
sufferer in 


a rucurabent position. Pour cold water 
(109 water) npon the head and ohest and 
wrists until consciousness returns. Ap- 
ply ice to the head and rub'the body 
with it, but if the ekm is cold no 
ice should be applied 
When practic- 


able the patient should be put into a 
bath at 70 decrees to reduce the temper- 
ature. 


In heat exhaustion stimulants slionld 


be given freely, and if the temperature 
is below normal, as shown by the skin 
being cold and clammy, the hot bath 
should be used. Ammonia and water 
may be given if necessary. 


The subject of sunstroke is liable to a 


second attack, and should do no mental 
work for months, and I.eep from all ex- 
citement.
